Acting Administrative Assistant Oran David Matson and 
Administrative Assistant Cynthia K. Burr attended 5 regularly 
scheduled Selectmen’s Meetings together in the month of May. 


The thrust of the Board of Selectmen’s activities this year 
has deen that of revitalization of Millbury’s Downtown. The 
Selectmen believe that a healthy central business district is a key 
to a strong, active social and economic community. 


As part of the Town’s efforts to revitalize the downtown, the 
Selectmen last year received notification that the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works, with over a million dollars of Federal 
Highway Administration funds, would embark on a project to 
improve the major streets and sidewalks in Millbury Center. 
These improvements will consist of drainage improvements, 
street resurfacing, new curbs and sidewalks with some brick 
accents, tree planting and the addition of street furniture (benches 
and trash receptacles). 


In early spring, the Selectmen successfully petitioned the 
state and federal governments to extend this street improvement 
project as far up North Main Street as Martin Street. The project 
originally included North Main Street from Canal to Elm Street, 
Canal Street, Elm Street from River Street to Canal, and South 
Main from Elm to School Street. The Selectmen expect that 
actual construction of this project will be underway sometime 
within the next construction season (1979). The Town of Millbury’s 
contribution to this project has been to fund the engineering 
design of the project and to obtain appraisals for the drainage 
easements and minor landtakings involved. The State and Federal 
Governments will fund the balance of the project. 
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Another aspect of Millbury Center revitalization has been 
the purchase and renovation of the Asa Waters Mansion. In 
November, 1978, the first tenants of the Waters House moved in: 
The Millbury Society for District Nursing. The nurses have 
moved into five rooms in the rear quarters of the building. The 
Council on Aging will be moving in to operate their senior citizen 
center activities soon after Christmas. 


The Selectmen wish to extend their sincere thanks to Town 
Clerk and then Acting Administrative Assistant, Oran David 
Matson, who directed and orchestrated much of the interior 
renovation work at the Waters House. Dave’s many hours, along 
with advice and assistance from the architectural firm of 
Associates IV, the Waters House Building Committee (Roland 
M. LaChance, Judith Fitzpatrick, Warren Baldwin, Richard 
Boire and Frank Piscitelli), the Historical Commission and the 
Historical Society, and the hard work of numerous C.E.T.A. 
employees have all produced a beautiful yet functional and 
historic building. 

Through the efforts of the Historical Commission and the 
Historical Commission and the Historical Society, the Town was 
presented a certificate from Secretary of State Paul Guzzi declaring 
that the Asa Waters House had been placed on the National 
Register of Historic Places, an honor indeed for so stately a 
building. This certificate will be on display at the House. 


The Downtown Task Force comprised of Town Officials, 
State Representative Richard Dwinell and local businessmen, 
has been active in the street reconstruction project and will 
continue to act as a cooperating voice of downtown merchants 
and town officials in the design and development of future center 
revitalization projects. 


The month of April, 1978, was a very active month for the 
Board of Selectmen. The Annual Town Meeting began the first 
Saturday in April and continued for one more session. The 
Annual Election saw the re-election of John S. Donnelly, Jr. for 
his third term. The Board, in its re-organization, re-elected Mr. 
Donnelly to serve as its Chairman, Harold F. Ostrowski was re- 
eee as Vice Chairman and Thomas J. Fox, Jr. was re-elected 
as Clerk. 


In addition to Town Meeting and Elections, during April, 
the Selectmen with the cooperation of the School Department, 
Dave Matson, and many other Town Officials, participated in 
Millbury’s second Student Government Day. Eighteen students 
were elected by their junior and senior classmates to serve as 
“Town Officials for a day”. The Selectmen also appointed a Cable 
Television Advisory Committee to assist the Town in following 
the lengthy and complicated procedures required before the 


Town can issue a license to any company to install and operate 
cable television service for Millbury residents. 


Also during March and April, the Selectmen spent many 
additional hours interviewing candidates to fill the vacancy in 
the Administrative Assistant position created when Lawrence 
A. Brodeur left in late 1977. Dave Matson, Town Clerk, most 
capably andadmirably performed the dual duties of Town Clerk 
and Acting Administrative Assistant until the Selectmen selected 
Cynthia K. Burr of Pepperell to fill the vacancy in May. 


The month of May saw the Selectmen and Local 495, 
representing both the Clerical and Public Works employees, 
enter into a two year labor contract. The Selectmen extend their 
sincere thanks to the members of the Personnel Board who spent 
many hours negotiating these contracts. 


During the summer the Board of Selectmen sold by a public 
bid process two small parcels of land, Lots 23 and 24 of the 
Worcester Acres Plan (Mildred Avenue) to Robert P. Miller of 
Enfield, Connecticut, for the total sum of one thousand six 
hundred dollars. This land, previously taken by the Town for 
back taxes owed, will again be placed on the tax rolls. 


The Selectmen contracted with the firm of Arthur Young 
and Company of Worcester to perform a professional audit of the 
Town’s financial accounts. This marked the first time that the 
Town’s records and books had been reviewed by a private, 
professional audit firm in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing practices. The firm’s report is printed elsewhere in this 
Annual Report. 


Millbury’s two Local Public Works projects, the new 
Bramanville Fire Station and the addition of laboratory and 
garage space to the Sewage Treatment Plant, funded through 
the Federal Economic Development Administration, have 
progressed extensively during 1978. Engine Company #2 had 
moved into their new fire station in November, although some 
site development work remains for next spring, and the addition 
to the treatment plant was nearly 60% completed at the end of 
1978. 


In a continuing effort to keep abreast of the many regional, 
state and federal actions affecting the Town of Millbury, the 
Selectmen are well represented on several area and state boards 
and committees, including: Massachusetts Selectmen’s Associa- 
tion Legislative Committee, the Worcester Metropolitan Council, 
the Worcester County Advisory Board, and the Central Massachu- 
setts Regional Solid Waste Disposal Committee. John Donnelly, 
who also serves as Vice Chairman of the Worcester Regional 
Transit Authority, was elected this winter to serve as President 
of the Worcester County Selectmen’s Association and thus will 
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also serve as a member of the Massachusetts Selectmen’s 
Association and thus will also serve as a member of the 
Massachusetts Selectmen’s Association Executive Board. Ms. 
Burr, our Administrative Assistant serves on the Planning 
Council of the Worcester C.E.T.A. Consortium and was recently 
elected to the Executive Board of the Massachusetts Municipal 
Management Association. 


We wish to end this Report to the townspeople of Millbury 
by commenting on an unforgetable event of early 1978: the 
February Blizzard. No other event in recent history has 
demonstrated the capacity for all the residents of Millbury to 
come to the aid of their fellow man. We proudly tip our hats to 
you.

With the opening of school in September came the imple- 
mentation of the new Department of Public Health school 
immunization laws that require all school-age children to be 
fully immunized against polio, measles, diptheria, whooping- 
cough, and tetanus; or face expulsion from school. A vast pro- 
gram was undertaken with the School Department to inoculate 
926 children at the Assumption, Elmwood Street, Raymond E. 
Shaw Middle, and Memorial High Schools. In conjunction with 
these school immunization laws, pre-school clinics were held, 
and 107 children were inoculated against the diseases listed 
above. These clinics are held in the Spring of every year, free-of- 
charge to all Millbury pre-school children. Parents are reminded 
that children must be fully immunized before entering school. 
These immunization clinics are made possible by the coopera- 
tion of the District Nursing Society, Dr. Noe Benoit, The Mill- 
bury School Nurses, and our many devoted volunteers. 


A flu clinic for those citizens over age 60 was held on Octo- 
ber 18 in conjunction with the District Nursing Society and 289 
people were inoculated against the flu. 

We wish to thank the V.F.W. Charles F. Minney Post for 
allowing us the use of their hall for our pre-school and flu 
clinics. 

On June 17, a Rabies clinic, under the direction of the 
Animal Inspector, Mrs. Frances Anderson, was held at the Fire 
Department Headquarters building with Dr. Richard Abbott 
aren eger tt the vaccine. 126 dogs were inoculated against 

abies. 


During the summer months, routine water samples were 
taken of all the ponds and lakes to determine the bathing water 
quality of each. All area tests showed to be of excellent quality. 


The Board received and investigated 109 complaints, as 
well as making 165 inspections of the food and liquor establish- 
ments holding a license in town. In addition, periodic inspec- 
tions were made of all schools and nursing homes.

Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of Millbury: 


Attendance for the Planning Board meetings in 1978 was 
as follows:

Twenty-one plans have been signed by the Planning Board 
as not requiring approval under the subdivision control law. 
These plans show divisions of land with adequate frontage on 
public streets, easement descriptions or additions to existing 
lots. 


The Planning Board approved one Site Plan Review for a 
professional office and apartment building on North Main St. 
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Site Plan Reviews are required by The Millbury Zoning Bylaw, 
Article 1, Section 12.4 for Construction of any facility that will 
require ten or more parking spaces. 


There have been five drainage articles submitted for 
approval at Town Meeting this year. 


During the past year, the Board has been drafting revised 
Zoning Bylaws, which are on the Town Warrant this year for 
approval. These new Bylaws are necessary for the Town of 
Millbury to remain eligible for the Federal Flood Insurance 
Program. Ineligibility for the Program will result in the loss of 
Federal Grant money, Federal mortgage backing, direct loans, 
or any other taxpayer funds, including disaster relief, to 
support the purchase improvement or construction of property 
located in the community’s identified flood-prone areas. 


The town voted to adopt changes in the Millbury Zoning 
Bylaw so as to conform to Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975. 
Chapter 808 is a comprehensive revision of the Massachusetts 
Zoning Enabling Act, the major provisions of which are: 


—The revision of procedures including notice of hearing, 
hearing requirements for the adoption and amendment of 
zoning ordinances and by-laws, for special permits, variances 
and appeals, and for the enforcement of such ordinances and 
by-laws. 


— The authorization of certain land-use regulations, restrictions 
and procedures and the prohibition of land-use control through 
zoning of certain uses and structures. 


The Planning Board spent a considerable amount of time 
this year trying to secure the completion of street construction 
in several subdivisions. The Planning Board has been investi- 
gating all possibilities, alternatives, including legal action, to 
get these projects completed, so that the roads can be accepted 
by the town as public ways. 


On December 11, the Planning Board invited realtors, 
engineers, bankers, town officials, and other interested parties 
to participate in an informal discussion regarding zoning in 
Millbury. There was a very good turnout for this meeting, and 
the many comments and suggestions received will prove to be 
very helpful to the Board in the review of zoning in Millbury. 


The Planning Board hired a new Planning Aide in 1978. 
Christoper D. Baker resigned from the position in July and 
after many months of searching, Robert A. Weitz was appointed 
to fill the vacancy. Mr. Weitz has his B.S. Degree from the 
Department of Landscape Architecture and Regional Planning 
at the University of Mass. He is available Monday — Friday to 
answer any questions regarding Planning Board matters. 
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The Planning Board holds its regular meetings on the 
second and fourth Monday of each month. Anyone wishing to 
meet with the Board should call the Planning Board office at 
the Municipal Office Building.

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Report of the Sewerage Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of Millbury, we respectfully submit our Annual Town 
Report for the year ending 1978. 


Accomplishments of the Commission achieved during this 
year were: 


1. Construction of Repairing Area, Expansion of Laboratory, 
Storage Area t the Wastewater Treatment Plant, which is 
One Hundred percent (100%) funded by the Economic 
Development Administration, is approximately sixty percent 
(60%) completed. Scheduled for completion early spring. 


2. Issued thirty-three (33) Sewer Connection Permits to licensed 
drainlayers for sewer connections to the town sewer system 
by private owners. This completes approximately eighty 
percent (80%) of the sewer connections to be made in this 
first phase of sewer construction. 


3. Chapter 156 of the Acts of 1978-An Act Relative to Better- 
ment Assessments for Sewerage Facilities in the Town of 
Millbury-was passed by the General Court of Massachusetts 
on May 12, 1978. This enabled the Town to assess any 
person or persons owning property with building(s) or 
structure(s) which were accessible to the town sewer system 
that had not received a Sewer Betterment Assessment, 
whether connected or not connected. 


4. Meeting or exceeding the National Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System (NPDES) Permit issued by the United 
States Environmental Protection Agency and the Massa- 
chusetts Division of Water Pollution Control. 


The Sewer Reserve Account has a balance of $210,361.53 
as of December 31, 1978, and has $175,000.00 in escrow for 
Article 10-June 20, 1977 Special Town Meeting for sewerage 
construction awaiting Federal and State grants for Park Hill, 
Holiday Hills, and Center Cleanup. 


Submitted warrants to the Town Collector in the amount 
of $67,900.00 to be collected in Sewer Use Fees that goes into 
the General Fund, which offsets sixty-six percent (66%) of our 
budget. 

Money was submitted to the Town Treasurer in the 
amount of $196.00 as follows: 

Permits — $165.00—Sewer Reserve Account 

Postage fee for mailing bid specifications — $5.00 — General 

Fund 
Septage Permit Slip —$26.00—General Fund 
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Received $113,500.00 from the United States Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, and $37,865.00 from the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, Division of Water Pollution Control, 
or a total of $150,365.00, which is sixty percent (60%) of grant 
money due the Town for the cost of engineering services for 
plans and specifications for the construction of sewers and 
sewerage systems in the Park Hill, Holiday Hills, and Center 
Cleanup areas of Town. 


The Wastewater Treatment Plant handled, treated, and 
discharged two hundred and thirteen million, eight hundred 
and seventy-four thousand (213,874,000) gallons of effluent to 
the Blackstone during the past year, which is nine percent (9%) 
over 1977. 


Goals for this year: 


1. Continue to strive for Federal and State Funds for con- 
struction for Park Hill, Holiday Hills, and Center Cleanup 
areas of Town. 


2. Continue to develop overall master plan. 


3. Continuously strive to meet our Federal and State Discharge 
Permit. 


4. Obtain sewer easements required for the next phase of 
sewer construction. 


5. Should start receiving flow from the Town of Sutton after 
the first of the year 1979, of which Sutton’s share will be 
4.7% of our budget for the balance of fiscal 1978-1979, since 
Snider Bros. will not be using the system until fiscal 1979- 
1980. Once Snider Bros. begins to discharge, Sutton’s share 
will be 19.9% of our budget. 


6. On the second Tuesday of each month, Sewer Commissioners 
will hold their regular meetings at the Wastewater Treatment 
Plant instead of the Municipal Office Building. The public 
is invited to view the plant during any of these meetings.

Report of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and fellow townspeople: 


The past year was a busy one in the area of the Parks and 
Recreation and the Commission wishes to acknowledge its 
gratitude to the many citizens of the town for their cooperation 
and help. 


ACTIVITIES 


Arts and Crafts 

The 1978 Arts and Crafts program was a most successful 
one, due to the professional direction of Mrs. Nancy Mangano, 
ably assisted by Sandra Johnson and Robert Pearson. The 
Parks and Recreation applied for, and was successful in receiving 
a grant from the S.Y.R.P., which is a federal program designed 
to assist communities in their summer programs. Many excellent 
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field trips were made, to such places as Edaville Railroad, 
Whalom Park and the New England Aquarium. Over one 
hundred and fifty Millbury youths were served by this program, 
held for a seven week period, at Windle Field. 


Fourth of July 

Rain may have postponed the Fourth of July festivities to 
the following day, but it did not dampen the enthusiasm of over 
120 runners, who participated in the Second Annual Road Race. 
Chief George Brady and the Auxiliary Police, again did a fine 
job in assisting at the road race throughout it’s course. The 
high school gym was filled to capacity for the award ceremony, 
attesting to the popularity of running. 


The following day was celebrated at Windle Field and with 
excellent weather a large turnout engaged in the many boothes, 
carnival rides and outstanding music. The highlights of this 
day were the “Almost Anything Goes” contest which featured 
lively competition among teams from each of the five precincts, 
and a grand bonfire, which signalled the finale of the day. 


Summer Basketball Program 

The initial summer basketball program was an unqualified 
success, as measured by the number of participants, spectators 
and a fifty-one game schedule involving eight teams. It is our 
hope to continue and expand this program. 


Soccer 

1978 marked the third year that the Parks Commission 
sponsored a Soccer program, in this rapidly growing sport. A 
total of one hundred and twenty players, from ages six to 
thirteen, participated on seven teams for a total of seventy 
games. The Parks and Recreation Commission would like to 
thank the many coaches who donated their time and to the 
School Committee for their generosity in terms of the use of 
Windle Field and facilities. 


Christmas on the Common 

A colorful display of lights, Christmas music and the 
Nativity scene again graced the Town Common.

An initial men’s Winter Basketball League was established 
and provided many enjoyable hours for Millbury Basketball 
enthusiasts. The first annual St. Patrick’s Day Shoot-out was 
held and resulted in the participation of many of Millbury’s 
boys and girls. 
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General 

Parks Maintenance has continued to be a high priority and 
we believe this objective to be in good control. It is intended to 
accomplish a major resurfacing of all asphalt surfaces in the 
early spring of 1979. A budgetary control has been established 
in order to insure proper use of the town funds. This control is 
in detail and is reviewed bi-monthly on a current basis by the 
full commission. It is the hope of the Parks and Recreation 
Commission to expand programs offered especially in the areas 
of Soccer, Basketball, Volleyball, Tennis and Arts and Crafts. 
We also look forward to improving the Fourth of July Cele- 
bration, although keeping it in context with a town event for 
townspeople. In keeping with the expanded programs format, it 
is our hope to obtain a Recreational Supervisor, on either a full 
time or part time basis, through federally funded programs.

Report of the Tree Warden 
and Superintendent of Insect and Pest Control 


To the Citizens of Millbury and Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I would like to thank everyone for their help this year, 
especially the Highway Department and the State Department 
of Natural Resources. 


Limited pruning and limbing was done along town streets. 
We would like to have done more, but, we had too many trees 
that had to be taken down. The count was 88 Elms and 80 of 
other varieties, over half of these were Maple and Ash. The 
cause was Dutch Elm Disease, the Maple and Ash were removed 
because of old age or salt damage. 


Arbor day was a big success again this year. The Boy 
Scouts from the Federated Church packed 1,000 Scotch Pine, 
500 Norway Pine and 500 Siberian Elm. The school children at 
Center School, Providence Street, Dorothy Manor and East 
Millbury School had a program and gave each child a tree to 
take home and plant. The remainder of the trees were handed 
out at Millbury Center. We tried to limit each person to four or 
less trees and in less than twenty minutes we were cleaned out 
of all these trees. We also planted some 50 larger Norway and 
Crimson King Maples in town. 


We cut brush on some of the Town streets and a large number 
of corners. We did some selective spraying for Poison Ivy and 
other poisonous plants. 

We had a good year with no serious storms and no heavy 
insect infestations. 
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We would like to take part in the Tree Inventory Urban 
and Community Forest Program. This would compile on a 
chart or map: How many trees we have in town, what kind they 
are (English Names), where they are in reference to the edge of 
the road or house, how big they are, sites where trees should be 
added or replaced, what condition they are in, and their value. 
The Federal Government will pay half of $1,118.50. It would 
probably take years to finish this project. The inventory would 
start at the center and move outward.

Report of the 
Millbury Public Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We herewith submit our annual report for the year 1978. 


As Librarian of Millbury Public Library, I submit the 
following report for the year 1978. 


During the year 1978, the library was open 285 days. 
Throughout 1978, we maintained our weekly schedule of 
Mondays through Saturdays from 10:00 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. and 
Tuesday and Friday evenings until 8:00 p.m.; we were closed on 
Saturdays during July and August. Beginning J anuary 1, 1979, 
our weekly schedule changed to Mondays from 9:00 a.m. to 
5:30 p.m., Tuesdays through Fridays from 9:00 a.m. to 
8:00 p.m., and Saturdays from 9:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon, an 
increase from fifty hours per week to fifty-five-and-a-half during 
the regular year due to an increased number of requests for 
more evening hours and a decrease in the use of the library on 
Saturday afternoons.

The total circulation for 1978 was 50,464, an increase over 
1977 of 6.6% and over 1974 of 77%. Contributing to this increase 
is the use made by Millbury Public Library of the Central 
Massachusetts Regional Library System. During 1978, 373 
Interlibrary Loan requests were fulfilled by the Regional Office 
located at the Worcester Public Library and 168 films were 
borrowed from the Film Library in Worcester through the 
Millbury Library for use by the library, area schools, local 
organizations, church groups, and nursing homes. Finally, 
because of the Questing Beast (the Regional Bookmobile) which 
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comes to Millbury every two to three months, we are able to 
loan to our patrons such items as 8-track tapes, cassettes, 
cassette and book sets, filmstrips, art prints, games, and toys 
as well as an increased number and variety of books and records 
to our patrons. 


Millbury Public Library saw many changes in staff this 
year. Laura Nichols, Ruth Malloy, and Marietta White all 
retired last summer. Audrey Hoyt, Mary Brady, and Ann- 
Marie Dattis were hired to replace them. With the addition of 
Nancy Connor, Elaine Loehmann, and myself, our staff includes 
six people, exclusive of Ann McArdle, a CETA employee, and 
Joseph Hebert, our custodian. 


The town meeting in April, 1978, was the highpoint of the 
year —the townspeople voted to the Board of Trustees of Millbury 
Public Library the sum of thirty-two thousand dollars from 
revenue sharing funds to hire an architect to develop and 
complete plans for an addition to the present library. In June, 
1978, the Board of Trustees voted to hire Mr. John Wadsworth 
from Holden, MA, to develop these plans. Since that time, Mr. 
Wadsworth and the board of Trustees have been working 
diligently to develop and refine these plans in hopes that federal 
funds will soon be available for our application. 


Throughout the year, Millbury Public Library received 
three LSCA Title I grants from the Massachusetts Board of 
Library Commissioners. The first was designated as an Inter- 
library Loan Improvement Project grant which allocated two 
thousand dollars for the purchase of reference books and indexes 
which will aid us with requests for materials. The second grant 
received was the Legal Reference Materials grant which enabled 
us to purchase the Massachusetts General Laws Annotated and 
the United States Code as well as several other laws books 
written for the layman. The most important grant received was 
for forty-five hundred dollars to do a community/library study. 
This grant permitted us to hire an assistant, Barbara Whittier, 
to collect all of the data necessary for the study, to have the 
study printed, to develop a fact-sheet of services and programs 
available to the residents of Millbury, and a community calendar 
of events. Both the study and the fact-sheet will be completed 
by the spring of 1979. 


Our most popular program continues to be our Pre-school 
Story Hour which is held six times a week between February 
and May and between September and December. Over ninety 
children between the ages of three and four are involved in this 
program developed and implemented by our children’s librarian 
Elaine Loehmann. In addition to our Pre-school Story Hour 
program, we also have an array of summer programs (story 
hours, film programs, craft workshops), holiday programs, and 
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Friday afternoon activities. Mrs. Loehmann is also available for 
special story hours and library instruction to school groups and 
children’s organizations. 


A new program developed and implemented in 1978 is an 
Adult Literacy program with a two-prong effect—one is to 
instruct adults in methods of teaching other adults how to read 
and the other is to solicit people who are unable to read and who 
would like to learn. This program was developed through the 
Right to Read Academy at Worcester State College and is 
certain to have far-reaching implications. Other adult programs 
held throughout the year were a Chinese cooking demonstration, 
two poetry readings, a book discussion group, a crepe demon- 
stration, a quiltng course, a terrarium demonstration, movies, 
two disco dancing courses, and a Christmas party. The feature 
of the Christmas party was the distribution of a cookbook 
published by the staff of the Millbury Public Library and 
consisting of recipes donated by townspeople. In addition, the 
Friends of the Millbury Library sponsored several other programs 
of interest to the townspeople. The variety of adult programming 
was developed in the interest of stimulating townspeople with 
different interests to use the library and to view the library as a 
community center rather than as a book depository. 


All of the programs mentioned above have been done in 
addition to our regular services which include the loaning of 
library materials (books, large-print books, paperbacks, records, 
cassettes, 8-track tapes, book and cassette or record sets, 
games, puzzles, and toys), aiding our patrons in the selection of 
reading materials, reference service, Inter-library Loan and 
Film Service through the Central Massachusetts Regional 
Library System, displays, lists of newly-purchased books, and 
the like. We also place deposit collections of books in the 
nursing homes and the elderly projects. Finally, the library has 
a weekly column in the MILLBURY JOURNAL entitled “Book 
Nook” in order to inform our patrons of new books, programs, 
and services at Millbury Public Library. 


Two years ago, we formulated a set of goals which would 
help to define the role of Millbury Public Library and which 
would focus our attention on basic areas of service. This past 
year, because we have been working very diligently on our 
community/library study, we have discovered a number of 
areas which must be tackled. As soon as the study is complete 
and in a printed form, we hope to begin to discuss and to solve 
many of the problem areas listed as recommendations in our 
study. The study itself and the recommendations developed as 
a result will direct our attention to specific problems and will 
aid in the development of a five-year plan. 


During the past year, a great many people have helped 
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Millbury Public Library. Among the people who have donated

The Millbury Housing Authority herewith presents the annual 
report for the year ending 1978. 


CHAPTER 200-1 


Chapter 200-1 is located on Memorial Drive and consists of 
twenty-five (25) Cape Cod houses for low income families. This 
project remains fully occupied at the end of twenty-nine (29) 
years. 

The installation of new windows has been completed. 
Under the Modernization program, bids for new roofs and attic 
insulation for all houses were received and submitted to the 
Department of Community Affairs for approval. 

Mr. Norman Saucier has been elected by the tenants to 
serve as Chairman of the Memorial Drive Tenant Association. 


ELDERLY 667-C 


This year saw the combining of both 667-1 and 667-2 as 
667-C. The master antenna systems at both Pearl Street and 
Colonial Drive were up-dated to bring in better reception on 
UHF channels. 
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With the cooperation of local boards, The Board of 
Selectmen, the Planning Board and the Board of Appeals, a 
badly needed off street parking area at Pearl Street was 
approved and installed. Also, a new flag pole was installed and 
is flood lighted, allowing the flag to fly twenty-four hours a 
day. 

New refrigerators were put into all thirty-two apartments 
at Pearl Street and twenty-four stoves were also replaced. All 
apartments at both sites are fully occupied. The Pearl Street 
complex is twenty years old and the Colonial Drive apartments 
have completed five years of occupancy. Mr. Leo Pottie con- 
tinues to faithfully raise and lower the flag at the Colonial Drive 
apartments. 


An application for building more elderly and handicapped 
units was approved and on December 13th a formal presenta- 
tion of 1.92 million dollars for building sixty units was awarded 
to this Authority by Secretary William Flynn of the Depart- 
ment of Community Affairs.

In compliance with Chapter 44 Section 40 Massachusetts 
General Laws as amended the last Auditors report of the financial 
statements of the Town are herewith submitted. 


Board of Selectmen 
Town of Millbury 
Millbury, Massachusetts 


We have examined the financial statements of the Town of 
Millbury, Massachusetts as listed in the accompanying index to 
financial statements. Except as stated in the following para- 
graph, our examinations were made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures 
as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


We were not permitted to examine documentation 
supporting property tax abatements amounting to approximately 
$269,000 which were granted by the Assessors’ Department for 
the year ended June 30, 1977. 


As described in Note 1, the Town prepares its financial 
statements in conformity with the Uniform Municipal Accounting 
System promulgated by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Department of Corporations and Taxation. As described in Note 
2, the basis of presentation differs in certain respects from the 
requirements of generally accepted accounting principles. 


In our opinion, except for the effects of such adjustments, if 
any, as might have been determined to be necessary had we been 
able to examine the documentation supporting real estate tax 
abatements and except for the effects on the financial statements 
of the accounting practices referred to in the preceding paragraph, 
the aforementioned financial statements present fairly the financial 
position for the year then ended, in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles. 

Our examinations have been made primarily for the purpose 
of expressing an opinion on the financial statements, taken as a 
whole. The accompanying supplementary information is presented 
for analysis purposes and is not necessary for a fair presentation 
of the financial information referred to in the preceding paragraph.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
June 30, 1977 and 1976 


1. Summary of significant accounting policies 


The accompanying financial statements have been prepared 
to conform to the accounting practices prescribed by the 
Uniform Municipal Accounting System (Uniform System) 
promulgated Ly the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Corporations and Taxation. The significant accounting 
policies required by the Uniform System, which are followed 
by the Town, are presented below. Accounting requirements 
of the Uniform System vary in certain respects from generally 
accepted accounting principles. A summary of the significant 
differences is presented in Note 2. 


a. Fund accounting 


Financial transactions of the Town are recorded in the 
following funds: 


General Fund—The General Fund accounts for all revenues 
and expenditures not provided for in other funds. The 
majority of the Town’s operations are financed by this 
fund. 


Revenue Sharing and Anti-Recession Funds —These funds 
are used to account for all monies received and expenditures 
made from Federal Grants, including any interest earned 
thereon. | 


Trust and Investment Funds —Trust and Investment Funds 
account for trust funds and performance deposits received 
by the Town. 


General Long-Term Debt Fund—This fund accounts for 
unmatured debt payable from the General Fund. The 
balance payable on long-term debt is offset by future tax 
revenues for the retirement of unmatured bonds and notes. 
Principal reductions and interest expense related to general 
long-term debt is recorded in the General Fund when paid. 


Deferred Revenue Fund—The Deferred Revenue Fund 
accounts for sewer projects that benefit certain property 
owners rather than all citizens of the municipality. Assess- 
ments are transferred to the General Fund as they become 
current and due from property owners. The assets and 
liabilities of the Deferred Revenue Fund are reduced by the 
amount of these transfers. 


b. Revenue recognition 
Real estate and personal property tax levies are recorded as 
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revenue in amounts equal to the total taxes levied less 
overlay reserves for tax abatements. 


Federal grant revenues, except for amounts received under 
Revenue Sharing and Anti-Recession Programs, are 
recorded in a balance sheet reserve account when received 
in cash. 


Certain other revenues are recorded in balance sheet reserve 
accounts when received in cash. As expenditures payable 
from such receipts are appropriated, amounts are transferred 
from the reserve account to the applicable appropriation 
account. 


Appropriations raised by borrowing are recorded when the 
proceeds of the related long-term debt issues are received in 
cash. 


Revenue from state and local receipts are recorded as 
revenue when received in cash. Accounts receivable balances 
(except for real estate and personal property taxes 
receivable) are fully offset by a reserve until collected in 
cash. 


c. Expenditures, encumbrances and appropriation balances 


Expenditures are recorded on the basis of cash disburse- 
ments. Cash disbursements made during the fifteen days 
immediately following the close of each fiscal year, which 
are related to the prior year, are recorded as if paid on or 
before the end of the year. 


Encumbrances are recorded as reductions of appropriations, 
except article appropriations, when obligations exist at the 
end of the fiscal year for such items as teachers’ summer 
salaries. 


Continued appropriations represent the unexpended 
balances of article appropriations at the end of the fiscal 
year. These balances may be carried forward and expended 
in succeeding years. 

The unexpended and unencumbered balances of other 
appropriations are transferred to surplus revenue at the 
end of each fiscal year, since authority to expend the 
balances ceases. 


Appropriations of surplus revenue (free cash) which are 
authorized at The Annual Town Meeting, are utilized to 
offset the succeeding fiscal year’s tax levy. 


2. Generally accepted accounting principles 


The significant differences between the accounting practices 
prescribed by the Uniform System and the requirements of 
generally accepted accounting principles are set forth below. 


a7 


Since financial statements for the Town have not been prepared 
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles it 
is not practical to quantify the effects of differences resulting 
from compliance with the Uniform System. 


a. Fund accounting 


Generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP) require 
the segregation and reporting of all financial transactions 
by funds and within two groups of accounts. Financial 
transactions for the following types of activities are presently 
accounted for in the Town’s General Fund: 


—State and Federal grant proceeds (except for Federal 
Revenue Sharing and Anti-Recession entitlements) and 
other revenues restricted as to use by law or other grantor 
imposed conditions. Under GAAP such revenues would be 
accounted for in Special Revenue Funds. 


— Payments of principal and interest on long-term debt 
issues. Under GAAP such payments would be accounted 
for in Debt Service Funds. 


Under GAAP the Town would be required to establish a 
General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts to provide historical 
cost information for property, plant and equipment. Such 
information is not required by the Uniform System. 


b. Revenue recognition 


GAAP requires the use of the modified accrual basis of 
accounting in the General Fund, Special Revenue Funds 
and Debt Service Funds and the use of the accrual basis of 
accounting in all other funds. 


c. Retirement system 


Under GAAP annual pension expense is a measure of the 
future retirement benefits earned by employees during an 
accounting period. The Town is a member of the Worcester 
County Retirement System which provides for pension 
benefits to substantially all employees, except School 
Department employees, under the Massachusetts Con- 
tributory Retirement Law which prescribes the formula for 
computing retirement allowances. The Town meets its 
share of the cost by expending annually the amounts 
certified to the Town’s County Retirement Board by the 
State Division of Insurance. Total pension expense for the 
year ended June 30, 1977 applicable to this plan amounted 
to approximately $118,000. 

At present, the Division of Insurance assesses participating 
retirement systems such amounts as are necessary to meet 
the annual cost of pension benefits to retired employees on 
a pay-as-you-go basis. The Division of Insurance is currently 
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determining unfunded pension liabilities of participating 
retirement systems on an actuarial basis. Should future 
pension assessments be determined on an actuarial basis, 
it is probable that the Town’s annual pension costs will be 


increased.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my first annual report as Forest Fire 
Warden, for the year ending December 31, 1978. 


The cooperation of the townspeople in observing the 
burning ban has helped in keeping the number of possible fires 
down this year. In the year of 1978, we had more fires due to 
dry weather. 


We responded to 62 brush fires, 15 grass fires, 1 railroad tie 
fire, leaves fire, and 1 tree fire. 

As you know, we had a severe winter, resulting in much 
damage to trees and shrubs. Due to all of this, we issued 394 
burning permits from January 15th to April 15th.

Report of the 
Office of Civil Defense 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of Millbury, I hereby submit the Annual Report of the 
Civil Defense Department: 


I have held the office of Civil Defense Director for only the 
past six months, but I have dedicated every spare minute of my 
time to reviewing our present department and it’s needs. The 
upgrading of our local Civil Defense is an absolute necessity 
which has long been promised, but has not been accomplished. 
This particular department has been neglected for such a long 
period of time that it is believed, by many, to be nonexistent. 
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I am finding it difficult to educate the public as to the 
importance of having an up-to-date Civil Defense Department 
and the monetary rewards that are derived from its functions. 
The following are a few exemples which may enlighten you: 


1. The C.D. Auxiliary Police are used at parades, walk-a- 
thons, public celebrations and major fires to direct traffic and 
to secure the safety of the public. This means utilizing less full 
time patrolmen, enabling them to perform their usual duties 
without interruption. This year, they have accumulated a total 
of 23642 man-hours—at no hourly cost to the town. 


2. The C.D. Firefighters are assigned to each and every 
fire station in town. They must answer all calls and alarms. 
They are trained, under the supervision of the Fire Department, 
to perform all the duties of a regular Volunteer Fireman; such 
as firefighting, flood control, handling of hazardous materials, 
rescue, etc. When a vacancy occurs, the C.D. Firefighter is 
advanced and becomes a paid member of the Fire Department 
and a new recruit is appointed in his stead. There are usually 20 
such men who assist our local department —at no labor cost to 
the town. 


3. The newly appointed C.D. Rescue Squad members are 
used by both the Fire and Police Department alike. In the short 
span of 6 months, the rescue truck has responded to 78 fire 
alarms and numerous police calls. Their duties have ranged 
from assisting at fires and auto accidents to extrication from a 
recent airplane fatality—at no labor cost whatsoever to the 
town. 

If you feel that these men are to be commended for their 
loyal support to this town, then you now understand how import- 
ant this department is and how deserving it is of your support. 


In closing, I would like to extend my thanks to the Chief of 
the Fire Department and the Chief of Police for their cooperation 
and assistance; to the Town Clerk for sharing his knowledge of 
this department and to the Selectmen who have supported me in 
my endeavors.

Report of the 
Landfill Sanitary Disposal 
Operation Committee 


The purpose of this committee is to look into the “feasibility 
of acquiring a new site for a Landfill Operation and Municipal 
Rubbish Collection.” 


Our committee has had many meetings during the 1978 
year. Many of these were held with the Board of Health, and 
with other Boards of Health from some of the surrounding 
communities. 


We have worked very closely with the Millbury Board of 
Health and with Cullinan Engineering Company to locate a 
new landfill site. All of the proposed sites were carefully studied 
and evaluated by our committee and the Board of Health, 
according to their highest and best possible use. 


The consulting engineering firm proposed one site, that 
because of its many attributes, would be the best possible site 
available for the new Landfill Operation. It was unanimously 
agreed by this committee and the Board of Health to pursue the 
recommendations of the engineering firm and to proceed to 
acquire this particular site, but not before we make further in- 
depth sub-surface test borings, etc. Some tests were completed 
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during the latter part of 1978. Further tests, because of their 
nature, cannot be done until the Spring of 1979. 


Regarding the feasibility of a Municipal Rubbish Collection 
System for Millbury, we have had meetings with some of the 
surrounding communities that now have a Rubbish (Municipal) 
Collection Operation and have found that these communities 
that do have one, are very pleased and favorable towards a 
Municipal Rubbish Collection Operation. They have also found 
that not only does a Municipal Rubbish Collection Operation 
lend itself to better management of the Town’s sanitary landfill 
operation, other financial benefits can be realized by the Town 
as well. 


It is therefore the recommendation of the committee that a 
Municipal Rubbish Collection System for Millbury is feasible, 
and that it should be tied in with the new landfill site. The 
information and data that we have regarding Municipal Rubbish 
Collection is available to any group or committee who may wish 
to use it. 

This committee now feels it has fulfilled its obligation as 
directed by Article 20 of the Town Meeting of May 4, 1974 and 
requests that this committee be terminated.

Report of the 
Inspector of Buildings and Zoning Agent 


To the honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit the Annual Report of the Inspector of 
Buildings and Zoning Agent, duly appointed by you, for the 
period ending December 31, 1979. 


There has been a significant decrease in the number of 
building permits issued in all classifications as you will note 
further on in my report, but the work load still remains the 
same. 


Besides dealing with the issuance of building permits and 
their follow-up inspections, periodic inspections of schools, 
religious institutions, lounges, bars, restaurants, nursing homes, 
rest homes, day care centers, etc. have to be made in compliance 
with the State Building Code. Also, this past year’s code 
brought about the requirement of issuing permits and inspecting 
home-installed wood-burning stoves. Inspections were made on 
the 27 wood-burning stove permits issued. On July 1, 1979, it 
will become mandatory that all wood-burning stoves be re- 
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quired to have an approval label on it, such as the underwriter’s 
laboratory, before a permit can be issued. A brochure concerning 
installation requirements of wood-burning stoves can be obtained 
at the Board of Health Office in the Municipal Office Building. 


Applications for Building Permits may be obtained and 
appointments made through the Secretary to the Board of 
Health from 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m., Monday through Friday at 
the Municipal Office Building; or by dialing my home phone 
number 755-5432 anytime after 6:00 p.m. My office hours are 
from 7:00 p.m. to 9:00 p.m. on Tuesday evenings at the Board 
of Health office in the Municipal Office Building.

The Millbury Council on Aging sponsors programs and 
services provided to Millbury’s Senior Citizens, 60 and over. 
The following is a description of programs and services pro- 
vided to the elderly. 


Client Advocacy, Information and Referral: The Council 
on Aging offers general and specific information about Town, 
Federal and State programs, benefits and facilities. Home visits 
to assist elderly residents with problems has increased and has 
been a vital part of the Council on Aging services this past 
year. Referrals have been made to appropriate agencies to 
obtain needed services or support for the Senior Citizen. To 
help Senior Citizens obtain needed information, speakers have 
been presented by the staff to supply information on related 
fields of interest to the Senior Citizen. 


The Senior News, a weekly column in the Millbury Journal, 
and “The Mature Citizen,’ a newsletter published by the 
Council on Aging, provides Senior Citizens with information 
about all pertinent programs that Senior Citizens should be 
aware of, and all Senior Center activities. 


Nutrition Programs: In cooperation with the Millbury 
School Department, the Council on Aging has provided, through 
the school year, a Hot Lunch Program, served every Thursday 
to our Senior Citizens at a cost of 50¢. This year, starting in 
September, 1978, transportation was provided to and from the 
Hot Lunch Program. 
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The Council on Aging has applied for a Title III grant to 
serve a luncheon program to Millbury Senior Citizens five days 
per week. We have received notification from the Nutrition 
Program that Millbury will be given serious consideration as 
soon as Title III funds are available. 


Transportation: Starting in August, 1978, free door to 
door transportation has been offered for Millbury Senior Citizens. 
Transportation is provided for shopping, to and from Senior 
Center activities, and to medical, doctor and clinic appoint- 
ments. This program has been received with enthusiasm by the 
Senior Citizens of Millbury. Worcester Regional Transit 
Authority’s reduced fare tickets are issued by the Council on 
Aging. 

Photo Identification Cards. The Council on Aging issues 
photo indentification cards, in cooperation with the Millbury 
Police Department. Over 1,000 cards have been issued since 
this program has been in existence. 


Socialization: The Millbury Council on Aging sincerely 
wants to express their thanks to St. Brigid’s Parish for their co- 
operation in allowing the Council on Aging the use of their 
facilities as a Senior Center. The Council on Aging anticipates 
moving into the Asa Waters Estate by January 2, 1979. 


A relaxing atmosphere for social, educational, recreational 
and informational programs are available at the Senior Center 
for Senior Citizens. 


Volunteers In Service to the Elderly: The Volunteers in 
Serivce to the Elderly has been fundamental in assisting the 
Council on Aging in providing programs for Millbury residents. 
Sincere thanks to the increase in the number of volunteers who 
offered their time and support for programs that the Council on 
Aging has sponsored.

As in past years this department completed and submitted 
many applications to the Local, State and Federal Agencies. 
The majority being Veterans’ Service Aid, VA Pensions and VA 
Compensation Benefits, Burial Allowances, Widow’s Pensions, 
Military Headstones and Annual Questionnaires. 


The 95th Congress was a most fruitful one for veterans and 
the following are a few changes: 


1. Increases disability compensations and widow/(er)’s and 
childrens Dependency and Indemnity Compensation (DIC) 
rates generally by 7.3% effective October 1, 1978. 

2. The payment of a housebound allowance to DIC and DIC 
Widow(er)’s. 

3. Additional compensation for dependents to veterans 30 per 
cent or more disabled rather than 50 per cent. 

4. An increase in the service-connected burial allowance from 
$800 to $1,100, and in the non-service connected basic burial 
allowance from $250 to $300. 

5. An increase in the assistance furnished for special adapted 
housing for disabled actions from $25,000 to $30,000. 

6. The reduction from 181 days to 90 days of active service for 
Viet Nam era veterans for eligibility for VA home loan 
benefits. 

7. Increasing the maximum VA loan guarantee from $17,500 to 
$25,000. 

I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and all other 
departments for their continued co-operation.

Report of the Society for District Nursing 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the citizens of 
Millbury: 


1978 was an active year for our town’s home health and 
public health nursing agency. Several important milestones 
highlighted our progress. 


Public Health Services: 

Clinical services for children and adults remained an 
important aspect of our public health efforts to detect, prevent 
or treat contagious or communicable diseases. 


Children were immunized for protection against measles, 
German measles, polio, mumps, diptheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus at four clinics and adults were given flu vaccine. A total 
of 492 were served through these clinics. The “Stay-Well 
Clinics”, now run four times each month showed increased 
popularity with 1477 contacts. Blood pressure, nutrition, weight 
and a more individualized opportunity to discuss personal 
health concerns make this a valuable program for those aged 60 
and over. 


Awarding of a federal grant, with one-fourth share provided 
by Millbury’s Council on Aging, aided our staff through Elder 
Home Care of Worcester to begin a program in October 
providing health education, home visit health assessment and 
some home health aide services to town residents aged 60 and 
up. This new outreach should aid a high-risk age group toward 
further disease prevention and health promotion. 


Nursing service was provided during 3 town blood mobile 
visits. Public health home visits totaling 533 were made in 
follow-up of prenatal, post-natal, newborn, premature or high 
risk baby situations. Communicable disease patients and families 
continued to be a vital role for the nurses. Provision of school 
nursing to Assumption School this past year resulted in new 
opportunities to promote health education as well as correct or 
prevent health problems, with new approaches used to create a 
more effective service. 


EY Home Health Services on a private, non-profit 
asis: 

Three important changes improved agency functioning 
this past year. Through continued close working with a regional 
grouping of home health agencies, the Society for District 
Nursing obtained federal funding for a 60 hour certification 
course so that local home health aides could be recruited, 
trained, supervised and added directly to the staff, adding 
additional, high-quality service for many residents just released 


181 


from hospitals or having continued illnesses. Much of the 
course planning and continued in-service training of the 8 aides 
now employed has added to staff work load but resulted in 
better service for our town. 


An added gain was the addition of a C.E.T.A. clerical 
worker, shared with Grafton’s home health agency, who has 
made office work more effective since fall. 


The agency’s move to the Waters estate in December has 
been the third change, resulting in larger, centrally located 
quarters with facilities for use by handicapped persons and the 
provision of a treatment room and privacy for those wishing 
office consultations or treatment. 


Other changes include greater training provided for student 
nurses from Fitchburg State College and St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
better funding from United Way, including some funding for 
office furnishings and greater participation of local medical 
professionals in the policies and medical procedures of the 
agency. On-going educational programs for nursing staff about 
cancer, diabetes, multiple sclerosis and other illnesses has 
added to their effectiveness.

Report of the 
Worcester Regional Transit Authority 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 


The Worcester Regional Transit Authority meets on the 
third Thursday of each month. The meetings are open to the 
public and are held at the Regional Transit Offices at 32 Franklin 
Street, Worcester, Mass. 
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During the past year, the R.T.A. has been undergoing some 
vast changes. At the meeting held May 3, 1978 it was voted to 
purchase the following assets of Worcester Bus Company. 


A. Real estate, land and buildings $872,500 
B. Forty —two buses 435,500 
C. Other equipment, Tools, etc. 162,000 

Total cost $1,470,000 


Aquisition prices were based on various appraisals. The 
R.T.A. applied for a federal grant to purchase the previously 
mentioned assets along with ten new buses, five vans for 
handicapped, and four bus shelters. The project totaled $2,861,800. 
The 80% federal grant share totals almost 2.3 million dollars. A 
bond anticipation note is being planned to avoid long term 
interest rates, concerning the local 10% share. 


Upon purchase of the Worcester Bus Company, the R.T.A. 
selected a management teams to oversee operation of transporta- 
tion services. Many firms were interviewed resulting in the firm 
of Transit Systems Inc. of Cincinnatti, Ohio as the final choice. 
They initiated management July 1, 1978. 


The new management team walked in just in time to be met 
by bus drivers and mechanics walking out in a labor dispute. A 
full scale strike began August 1, 1978 and was not resolved until 
November 25, 1978. Buses were immobilized for a total of 111 
days by the time the strike was settled. 


Millbury’s net cost of service for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1978 was $26,096 equaling 1.64¢ of the tax rate. The projected 
cost for fiscal 1979 is $27,004, an increase of $900. Millbury’s 
percentage of the local subsidy is 3.8% of operation cost with 
Worcester paying the major expense of 78.5%. 


On December 21, 1978 an increase of ten cents on all fares 
was voted. The fare for elderly and handicapped would increase 
by five cents for each fare zone. This fare increase is needed to 
offset immediate and long term expenses of the new labor 
contract. 


Once again support is requested for the bus service and the 
R.T.A. motto “GOING MY WAY WITH THE R.T.A.”

1. DAY PROGRAM 


The school year started on September 7, 1977 with a Day 
School enrollment by class of: 177 Seniors, 194 Juniors, 204 
Sophomores and 207 Freshmen. The distribution of students 
from each of the vocational regional district towns was as 
follows: 98 Bellingham, 40 Blackstone, 30 Douglas, 98 
Grafton, 22 Hopedale, 25 Mendon, 100 Milford, 101 Millbury, 
15 Millville, 97 Northbridge, 46 Sutton, 37 Upton and 73 
Uxbridge. 


. OPTIONAL VOCATIONAL EDUCATION PROGRAM 


This program provided vocational training for an additional 
number of students who reside in district towns but were 
not enrolled in the regular day school. The training was 
provided from 3:15 P.M. to 5:30 P.M. daily. These students 
attended local high schools during the mid-day and were 
transported to the vocational school in the afternoon where 
they received vocational training in the following specific 
areas: Machine Shop Operation, Building Maintenance, 
Industrial Maintenance, Baking, Auto Body, Auto Mech- 
anics, and Welding. This program was financed through a 
federal grant ($66,086.00). It will be continued next year 
through local assessment (1978-1979). The number of 
students who participated were as follows: 14 Bellingham, 
6 Blackstone, 9 Douglas, 13 Grafton, 1 Hopedale, 2 Mendon, 
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2 Milford, 16 Millbury, 0 Millville, 10 Northbridge, 10 
Sutton, 8 Upton and 9 Uxbridge. 


. SATELLITE PROGRAM 


This program provided vocational training for an additional 
number of students who reside in the district but were not 
enrolled in the regular day school. In addition, the students 
were not trained at the Vocational Regional High School. 


Funded by a federal grant ($68,088.00), this program trained 
students in three specialties. Students attended local high 
schools during mid-day. In the afternoon they were 
transported to training sites at the Northbridge High 
School (Machine Operation), Sutton High School (Food 
Services) and the Beaumont Nursing Home (Health Nurse 
Aide). 


Students who participated in this program numbered: 2 
Bellingham, 5 Blackstone, 2 Douglas, 0 Grafton, 0 Hopedale, 
4 Mendon, 6 Milford, 2 Millbury, 0 Millville, 5 Northbridge, 
11 Sutton, 0 Upton and 0 Uxbridge. 


. EVENING SCHOOL PROGRAM 


Adult preparatory courses were taught on Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday evenings from 6:30 P.M. to 9:30 
P.M. The first semester began October 3, 1977 and concluded 
December 22, 1977. Training was provided in: Auto Body 
Repair, Auto Mechanics, Carpentry, Electrical, Electronics, 
Machine Shop, Metal Fabrication, Plant Maintenance, 
Machine and Architectural Drafting, Blueprint Reading, 
Printing, Plumbing, Sheet Metal, Food Preparation, Air 
Conditioning and Refrigeration and Furniture Repair. The 
second semester began January 3, 1978 and concluded 
April 18, 1978. The same programs were offered during the 
Spring semester with an additional Home Health Aide 
Course which served to train 16 women in that service field. 


Adults who took advantage of the training numbered: 482 
the first semester and 419 the second semester. Each of the 
participants received a certificate indicating the hours of 
training received at the conclusion of each semester. 


. ENROLLMENTS AND SCHOOL CAPACITY 


Although the school plant was not expanded, the regional 
vocational school district provided more training for more 
young people than was possible previously. It must be 
noted however, that the additional training programs were 
supported with federal funds. They also were conducted 
after normal school hours (Optional Vocational Education 
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Program) and at sites not located at the vocational regional 
high school (Satellite Programs). If school facilities had the 
capability, those programs could have been provided at 
the vocational regional high school in Upton. Obviously, 
students enrolled in the two federally supported programs 
could have been served better had they been able to attend 
one school rather than to have had to split their day by 
attending two schools and/or sites. 

Total persons served by the Vocational Regional District 
Programs in population categories for 1977-1978 amounted 
to: 

a). Day School 782 


b). O.V.E.P 100 
c). Satellite 37 
d). Evenings 901 

Total: 1,820 


. ADMISSION OF NEW STUDENTS (DAY SCHOOL) 


During the months of January and February 1978, all 
junior and senior high schools in the member towns were 
visited in order to explain programs and opportunities 
available at the Regional Vocational High School. Prospec- 
tive applicants, boys and girls, who successfully completed 
the 8th grade, were informed about procedures involved in 
making applications, placement and enrollment. 


Two assemblies were held at the regional vocational school 
in order to acquaint interested parents with the vocational 
and general education offerings. They were also informed 
about the manner in which enrollment is proportionately 
distributed among the thirteen town district. 


For the school year 1977-1978, 459 young men and women 
applied for admission. Of that number 204 were actually 
enrolled. The balance, 255 were placed on a waiting list. 
Had the necessary facilities been available, the number on 
the waiting list would have been considerably less. 


Fourteen vocational programs were available. They were: 
Auto Body, Auto Technology, Air Conditioning/Refrigera- 
tion, Carpentry, Architectural/Machine Drafting, Culinary 
Arts, Electrical, Electronics, Graphic Arts, Machine Shop, 
Metal Fabrication, Painting and Decorating, Plant Main- 
tenance and Plumbing. 


. COOPERATIVE EDUCATION 


Seniors who were certified by their vocational instructors 
as being qualified to perform the work or their specialty 
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were provided the opportunity to work for pay in industries 
which agreed to continue the training at a place of employ- 
ment or business. 


This program allowed for on-the-job training throughout 
the year for periods of three weeks away from the school 
followed by three weeks of academic instruction at the 
school. 


The Cooperative Education Program has been highly 
successful. The basic reasons for the success of this vocational 
training program are: (1) seniors actually learn, work and 
earn while gaining credit toward graduation; (2) seniors 
become experienced employees before graduation; (3) 
employers have an opportunity to gain the services of 
motivated and skillful personnel during the school year and 
have time to assess the potential for full time employment 
after graduation. 


During the past school year, 133 senior students partici- 
pated in the Cooperative Education Program. 


. EXTRA-CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES 


The school provided opportunities for all students to 
participate in activities which enrich the over-all educational 
and training experiences. Sophomore, Junior and Senior 
classes elected class officers who served as leaders throughout 
the year. An active Student Senate, elected from the 
student body at large, provided a forum for training in 
democracy. A student newspaper (The Valley Tech News) 
was published quarterly by the students. A Senior Class 
Yearbook was developed and printed by the senior class. 
An annual blood bank was organized by the Student 
Senate and held in October 1978 with assistance from the 
American Red Cross. The annual Junior-Senior Prom, 
sponsored by the Junior Class was held during the April 
vacation. Several school dances were held during the year. 


The school sponsored twelve interscholastic athletic teams. 
They included: Cross-Country, Soccer (Varsity and J.V.), 
Basketball (boys and girls-Varsity and J.V.), Hockey, 
Baseball, Softball, Track and Field, and Golf. In addition, 
the school sponsored intra-mural programs which flag- 
football, basketball and softball. The intra-mural athletic 
programs served 430 students (415 boys and 15 girls) and 
the interscholastic programs served 245 students (200 boys 
and 45 girls). A cheerleading team composed of 10 girls also 
participated at various athletic contests. 
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LINCOLN ARC WELDING FOUNDATION WINNERS 
AND AWARDS 


For the tenth successive year, students from this school 
attained national recognition for their skill in metal 
fabricating and welding. 


The James F. Lincoln Arc Welding Foundation has 
sponsored this annual national competition to encourage 
interest and study in arc welding. The competition is 
conducted among high school, technical or vocational 
students throughout the United States. 


Participants competed for prizes by making usable equip- 
ment in either agricultural, mechanical or recreational 
categories. The projects were constructed by the students 
and each project was described and explained by way of a 
written technical paper which included: detailed drawings, 
description, calculations, photographs, sketches and cost 
analysis.

Instructors, Frank Polaski and James Trilligan, who served as advi- 
sors, received national recognition for their guidance and support of 
the students. 


GRADUATION 


The senior class concluded its four years of study and 
training on Sunday, June 4, 1978. Graduation excercises 
were held in the James S. Mullaney Memorial Gymnasium. 
Diplomas and Vocational Certificates were distributed by 
Mr. Kelton D. Johnson, Chairman of the School Committee 
to 173 graduates. This was the largest graduating class 
since the school held its fist graduation in June, 1970. 


The class officers were: James W. Dupre, President (North- 
bridge); Jay H. Hanratty, Vice President (Millbury); Janice 
K. McKinstry, Secretary (Upton), and Lawrence R. Boisvert, 
Jr., Treasurer (Milford). 


The address to the graduates was delivered by Mrs. Charlotte 
Scott, Chairperson of the Nashoba Regional Vocational 
Technical High School. Mrs. Scott also served as a member 
of the Massachusetts Advisory Coucil on Vocational 
Technical Education and was vice-president elect of Massa- 
cusetts Association of School Committees. 
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Approximately 87% of the graduation class took jobs in the 
field for which they were trained or in work directly related 
to their vocational specialty. Approximately 13% of the 
graduates indicated they intended to pursue higher education 
as a result of their being accepted at various four year 
colleges or two year junior colleges. 


11. CONCLUDING SUMMARY 


Having completed its twelfth year of operation, the School 
Committee, administration, faculty and support staff are 
pleased to report satisfaction with the results of this school 
year. 


It is the general feeling that the Vocational Regional School 
District has achieved the basic purposes of Vocational 
education and the aims of the school’s philosophy. Neither 
of which would have been realized without the enthusiastic 
and generous support provided by the citizens of the 
Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School District. 
We are also very thankful for the cooperation rendered by 
local school committees and their school personnel during 
this school year. 

Finally, we are most grateful for the excellent work and 
dedication of our teachers and instructors. They provided 
the substance which underlined the success of the students.

Your building committee has been studying the needs at 
the High School on and off for the past 6 years. During the 
early part of 1977 your committee and the architectural firm of 
Alderman & MacNiesh developed specific preliminary plans for 
renovations and additions to the High School complex. These 
plans were reviewed with the Capital Budget and Finance 
committees. These were submitted and subsequently approved 
by the State Department of Education. These plans and cost 
estimates were presented to the townspeople for their study at a 
public hearing and open house at the High School in May. 


Proceedings of the special town meeting June 5, 1978 show 
three articles relating to these plans were approved. One article 
was for the building renovations and additions, one for the 
rebuilding of the tennis courts and one for renovating the 
athletic track. These were presented as separate articles in 
order to allow the voting citizens the option of approving one, 
two or all three parts of the plan. 


Complete working drawings and book of specifications 
were developed, reviewed and studied by the committee and 
sent out for bids. On December 14 the sub-bids were received 
and 58 were accepted by your committee. One sub-bid was 
declared invalid because it was not signed. The general contractor 
bids were due and opened on December 21, 1978. The four 
pou contractors that submitted bids and their bids are as 
ollows:

On May 30, 1978 we estimated this part of the construction 
costs to be $1,397,680. The bid of Granger Bros. was accepted 
and the contract awarded to them by your Building Committee. 


Very early in the coming year, 1979, a contract will be 
signed by both parties. This construction and renovation project 
will then be started and will be completed in approximately one 
year.

Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits its annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1978. 


We are pleased to report that the Millbury Public Schools, 
with the support of the community, has made important strides 
this past year to further improve the quality of instruction 
available to all Millbury young people. 

At the top of the list is the 1.8 million dollar renovation 
and addition project for Millbury High School. In a time of 
shrinking dollars, the School Committee is especially grateful 
to the farsighted voters of Millbury who approved this needed 
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program. These improvements will enable the School Department 
to offer High School students the same quality and vartiety of 
programs previously available only at the middle and elementary 
levels. When the project is complete the High School plant will 
have a new media center, completely renovated and modernized 
physical education, food services, industrial arts, science, art, 
music and guidance facilities. 


Tight fiscal management has also been an important 
priority of the School Committee, and under the able direction 
of the Business Manager, we can report steady progress toward 
more efficient management of the budget which is derived from 
your hard earned tax dollars. 


The community’s ideas, opinions, criticisms and praise are 
fed back to the school administration and the Committee 
through some fifteen advisory committees. The newest among 
these is a town-wide career education advisory committee made 
up of business leaders, citizens, and school staff which is 
setting the direction for future more cooperative school and 
town career education programs. This concerted attempt to 
make the community a true partner in the education of its 
youngsters has already made a substantial impact on the 
schools, and should do much in future years to provide solid 
support for education in Millbury. 


Unfortunately quality education is very expensive. However, 
we are pleased to tell you that federal assistance to the schools 
has again increased substantially. These dollars now support 
basic Title I and special needs math and reading help to 
youngsters K-12, supplementing library and audio visual 
materials, special needs adaptive physical education, and 
emotionally disturbed programs, and five occupational education 
projects at the High School. Without the $158,000 in federal 
aid, educational opportunities would be substantially reduced 
in Millbury. 


For the past several years the Committee has supported a 
general upgrading of the Windle Field facilities. These 
improvements have enabled us to schedule more evening 
athletic events, and the vote this past year to renovate the 
tennis courts will further develop this fine recreational facility. 
The Committee is grateful to the Windle Field Advisory 
Committee for its able guidance in the overall management of 
the field, and hopes to see the popularity of the programs and 
activities offered there continue in the years to come. 


Another important milestone this year has been the formal 
adoption of a basic skills improvement policy by the State 
Board of Education. This policy will enable local communities 
to more effectively identify under-achieving youngsters in basic 
skills and provide proper remediation to insure mastery before 
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graduation. The Committee has always stressed the importance 
of basic reading and computational skills and solidly supports 
this comprehensive State policy. Our Superintendent and school 
staff are currently developing the specifics of Millbury’s plan 
and will be asking many citizens for their opinions and 
suggestions. We urge you to participate, since any effective 
program must have the support of our student’s parents.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


This is my fifth report to you as Superintendent of Schools, and it is 
my sincere pleasure to summarize for you our instructional progress in 
grades K-12. 


We have just opened bids for renovations and additions to the high 
school and were most pleased that the bids will allow us to do all which 
was approved at the June Town Meeting. It is expected that all 
construction and rehabilitation work will take place during 1979 and that 
the majority of the work will be completed by September, 1979. The 
renovations will include new science classrooms, a new library, a physical 
education addition and an industrial arts and music addition as well as 
general improvements throughout the high school complex. A special 
thank you to School Building Committee members who spent many hours 
working with the architects to make the project a reality. 


This past August the State Board of Education adopted a number of 
regulations to implement a “Policy on Basic Skills Improvement.” The 
purpose of this new policy is to assist all public school students in 
achieving mastery of basic skills prior to high school graduation. The 
regulations apply to all public schools and require all schools to establish 
minimum standards by September, 1980 in reading, writing and 
mathematics for primary grade students, grades (K-3), intermediate grade 
students (4-6) and secondary students, grades 7-12. Presently, there is a 
systemwide competency committee made up of teachers and administrators, 
grades K-12, who are working on developing minimum standards as 
required by the State Board of Education. All parents and interested 
residents will have an opportunity to contribute their thinking to this new 
undertaking. In my 1976 report, mention was made of our strong emphasis 
on basic skills. This fall meetings were held at each grade level to discuss 
basic skills improvement and our teaching staff is well aware of the need 
to prepare our students in basics along with other important areas which 
will assist students to become full functioning adults with the ability to do 
for themselves as well as their family and community. 


The business operation of the school system as well as the general 
management of grounds and facilities continues to improve. Projects to 
improve the Providence Street School, Dorothy Manor School and Center 
School have been completed to make the outdoor play areas safer and 
more suitable for a variety of play activities. We wish to thank the 
highway department for their valuable assistance. Our fiscal management 
has improved under the able direction of our school business manager who 
works very closely with your superintendent and administrators to carefully 
monitor the expenditure of school funds. Our school budget is now 
prepared showing previous school year expenditures by each line area. We 
are making every effort to spend carefully and to obtain the best price for 
all items which are purchased. Each spring, extensive bids are prepared so 


that needed supplies and equipment are secured through competitive 
bidding. 


We have made a considerable effort to involve the community in our 
many programs. At last count, we had some fifteen advisory committees 
who work with us in areas ranging from budget preparation to expanding 
and improving our career education program. Many of our administrators 
have as their “Job Target” that of improving communications to parents 
and staff. The Millbury Public Schools are your schools and we appreciate 
your involvement and suggestions for program improvement. 
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SUMMER PROGRAMS 


The summer of 1978 saw a wide variety of instructional programs 
offered to Millbury youngsters in grades K to 12. At the elementary level, 
a comprehensive K-5 basic reading and mathematics Title I Program was 
conducted as well as a very diversified special needs program. In addition, 
a summer physical education program took place which served students in 
grades 3-8. Both the Shaw Middle School and Millbury High School 
sponsored academic programs for those students who needed the opportunity 
to improve basic skills. 


As in the past, the summer provided the teaching staff a fine 
opportunity to write and revise a number of curriculum guides. This 
summer the staff was particularly active in many areas. The 4th and 5th 
grade sections of the new metrics guide were written. A science curriculum 
guide was revised for the 3rd through 5th grades. The special needs 
department in cooperation with the regular physical education staff wrote 
an adaptive physical education guide for grades K-5. The art staff worked 
at all levels and completed a comprehensive K-12 curriculum guide. 


At the middle school level, excellent guides in 8th grade physical 
science, 6 through 8th grade career education and 6th and 7th grade social 
studies were completed. At the high school, work was finished on special 
needs biology and general math guides. A career education guide for 
English and home economics was also developed, and an extensive 
revision of the work study program was completed with the cooperation of 
the community. The efforts of staff and the support given to their work by 
the School Committee are indeed commendable. Without their strong 
commitment it would not be possible to keep all areas of curriculum 
current and inclusive of the latest teaching strategies and materials. It 
should also be noted that federal funds paid for the development of guides 
in the areas of special needs and career education. 


FEDERAL PROGRAMS 


Federal funding increased dramatically in 1978. New legislation has 
increased the federal funds available for Title I as well as for servicing 
handicapped youngsters. We received approximately 70,000 to conduct 
school year and summer Title I programs in grades K-8. In addition, we 
received a special incentive grant of $7,836 to begin a high school program 
in reading and math. Title I services are now offered for the first time at all 
grade levels, K-12. 


Aid to libraries and media services under Title IV-B brought the 
School Department $12,500. The office of Special Services again received 
federal support under PL 94-142 totaling $36,800 to provide adaptive 
physical education, emotionally disturbed and special needs reading and 
mathematics programs. Millbury received a second year grant award of 
$500 to provide a poet to work with our students from the National 
Endowment of the Arts. Lastly, PL 94-482 provided occupational education 
funding adding up to approximately $30,000 enabling us to offer a second 
year small engines program at the high school and also programs in 
graphic arts, advanced foods, computerized occupational information and 
work study. With these funds, our grand total is approximately $158,000. 
Hopefully, with continued diligence, we will continue to secure federal aid 
to assist us in carrying out our needed programs. 


ANNUAL REPORTS OF BUILDING PRINCIPALS AND DIRECTORS 
K— 12— The following is a summary of the 1978 annual reports of building 
principals and directors. A complete text of all reports may be obtained 
upon request from the public library. 
K-2 Program-Mr. Kelton D. Johnson, Principal— Presently, we have 
approximately five hundred and six students in grades K-2. There has 
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been a dramatic decrease in our kindergarten enrollment during the past 
two years and this decrease has made it necessary to reduce our primary 
grade teaching staff. As we plan for 1979-80,we anticipate a reduction 
on our kindergarten and grade two teaching staff. However, this will 
not in any way affect the quality of our instructional program. It has 
always been our philosophy to provide a comprehensive program of 
services for our K-2 students. By providing specialists and Title I 
personnel to work with children where there is a need, we have and will 
continue to have the capability of meeting the individual needs of 
children. During the early part of May, approximately 110 pre- 
kindergarten children were screened; all of whom were invited to attend 
our June kindergarten orientation program. A reading readiness program 
is conducted at the kindergarten level which is geared to meeting the 
individual needs of youngsters through a variety of techniques. This 
program has been well received and has made it possible for a number 
grade one students to begin their school year with the ability to read. A 
grade one reading test is administered to all grade one students to 
determine their strengths and weaknesses. Several reading programs 
are offered depending on the ability of the students. Parents are kept 
well informed on a regular basis as to the progress of their youngsters. 
Written reports are issued approximately every six to eight weeks and 
parents are encouraged to meet with teachers and other teaching 
specialists. In the area of math, we have implemented a comprehensive 
metric program and have conducted a number of workshops for parents. 
Students having difficulty with math receive small group instruction by 
our math specialist or by our Title I tutors. We are also providing math 
experiences for mathematically talented students. Our special needs 
program continues to improve. We now have a K-8 766 chairperson who 
was performing 766 responsibilities at the K-2 level now monitoring 766 
students K-8. This has made for improved 766 program coordination 
and articulation. We continue to provide specialized services on our 
resource room and through our special need aides, all of whom hold 
teaching degrees. Special note should be made of the outstanding use 
Being made of our library and media materials by teachers and students. 
This past school year a special study group of teachers has worked in 
improving spelling instruction at grades one and two by implementing a 
new program which is more compatible with our reading program. In 
summary, we wish to express our thanks to our teachers and teaching 
specialists for providing outstanding programs for parents and interested 
residents. We wish to also acknowledge the efforts and cooperation of 
parents, volunteers and the many interested residents of our community 
as well as the police and fire departments for their help and support in 
making our educational programs more interesting and meaningful. 


Elmwood School— Grades 3-5, Mr. Francis J. Lopato, Principal— The 
Elmwood School consists of some twenty-four classrooms with all the 
indoor and outdoor facilities to provide for a full range of services to 
intermediate grade students. There are presently five hundred and 
seventy-three students in grades 3, 4 and 5. Students are grouped 
homogeneously for reading and math and heterogeneously for all other 
subjects. We are very much concerned with teaching the basic skills but 
also continue to implement new methods, materials and programs 
without sacrificing the critical content subjects of reading, writing and 
arithmetic. Our library media center provides a wide range of services to 
students and teachers. Students are encouraged to become resourceful 
in selecting library materials, to pursue research projects and to read for 
purpose of self-improvement and recreation. Reading has always been 
our major area of concern. We have initiated a new basal in reading for 
average readers which has a skills mastery component and which has 
been well received by our teaching staff in grades 3-6. New for this year 
has been our plan to introduce a Junior Great Books program as well as 
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‘a Book Awards Program. In addition to the above, Title I services 
approximately thirty-five students in reading, language arts and math. 
Social studies, science, math, language arts, special need programs, 
career education along with music, art and physical education are also 
very much a part of Elmwood curriculum. Numerous special programs 
have become a tradition at the Elmwood School. The teaching staff has 
organized and conducted special programs in music, art, physical 
education and career education as well as a variety other activities such 
as math fairs, spelling bees, international foods, poetry and poster 
contests which allow students and parents to enjoy the delight of 
performing. In conclusion, the accomplishments of Elmwood would not 
have been possible without the support of our Mothers’ Club, our caring 
staff of teaching aides, volunteers specialists, clerks, secretaries, cafeteria 
workers and custodians of the Elmwood Street School. I thank you all. 


Raymond E. Shaw Middle School— Grades 6-8, Mr. Daniel C. Carmody, 
Principal— A successful Middle School program must be designed to 
meet the need of the early adolescent. During these “in between years” 
youngsters are experiencing a transitional period marked by rapid 
bodily changes along with the personal needs to develop social skills, to 
be accepted by peers and be able to relate effectively to parents and 
adults. Without question, this is a time when patience and understanding 
can be important factors in developing study skills which will promote 
maximum individual growth. The academic program places its major 
emphasis on reading and math at grade six and, as the student moves 
through grade eight, more specific skills are developed in the areas of 
language arts, social studies, French, math and science. Considerable 
emphasis is placed upon developing basic skills. We have expanded our 
reading program to include the use of an additional staff member. At 
grade six, three separate reading programs are in operation to meet the 
varying ability levels of students. At grades seven and eight, students 
who are not taking French are scheduled into reading for work on 
specific skills. The media center more and more is being used to 
reinforce instruction through the use of research projects and to serve as 
an extension of classroom instruction. In addition, Title I has provided 
reading, language arts and math instruction on a small group basis to 
specific students in grades 6-8. Curriculum development and staff in- 
service programs are very much a part of our continuous commitment 
to improve instruction. In other areas of the curriculum, we have also 
seen an increase in student involvement. Our music department presented 
a successful operetta along with its annual Christmas and Spring 
concerts. This past spring our Project Fair provided an opportunity for 
students to display many outstanding works as well as feature a French 
Cafe, physical education demonstration and spelling bee. The community 
support we have received for these activities has been encouraging. We 
also appreciate the direct input we receive from our Title I Parents 
Advisory Committee and our Citizens Advisory Committee. In summary, 
we realize full well that it is the combined efforts and support of school 
and community which makes it possible for us to sponsor a wide range 
of school and after school activities. We thank you. 


Millbury Memorial High School— Grades 9-12, Mr. Donald P. Drake, 
Principal— This past school year has seen the approval of Town Meeting 
members to allow us to renovate and add needed facilities to Millbury 
Memorial High School. The construction bids have been opened and it 
is expected that within the next several weeks construction and renovation 
work will begin. We know that there will be inconveniences but within 
the year we expect to see a new library/media center, new science 
classrooms, additional music, industrial arts and physical education 
facilities along with a number of general renovations which will make it 
possible for us to improve our instructional and extra class programs. 
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We thank you for your efforts in making these facility improvements a 
reality. Our programs continue to improve in the area of basics as well 
as advanced instruction. This is the second year for our reading 
specialist who is currently working with freshman students that have 
been identified as reading below grade level. Title I has just been 
approved and three additional staff members have been added under 
this program to work with low performing students in reading, language 
arts and math. Through the use of federal funds we have increased the 
time of a staff member to coordinate our work study program during 
the after school hours. We have expanded our small engines and graphic 
arts programs and have also acquired additional food proparation 
equipment to teach students basic skills used in food service industries. 
A federal grant has also made it possible for us to have a computer 
terminal for the purpose of obtaining college and career education 
information for interested students. Our academic programs in the 
content subjects (English, math, science, and social studies) have been 
organized to the varying ability levels of our students. We have special 
need classes for slower students and a four year honors English 
program for our talented students. In addition, we have an advanced 
freshman biology class, an advanced math class and a U.S. history 
seminar class; the point being that it is the responsibility of administrators 
and staff to provide programs which meet the academic needs of all 
student — low, average and talented. In order to keep our curriculum up 
to date, release time days, conferences, department head meetings and 
summer curriculum projects have been supported and encouaged. We 
have made considerable effort to inform parents of our programs by 
providing evening meetings on our programs as well as meeting with 
our Citizens’ Advisory Committee. 


Guidance— Mr. William F. Cunning, Director K-12— Our primary grades 
(K-2 guidance program is very closely coordinated with our special 
needs program. It is preventive oriented and, consequently, there is 
close cooperation between and among all members of primary grade 
teaching staff. Every effort is made to provide needed services at the 
earliest possible age so that a student will not have a serious problem in 
later grades. We have also extended the services of our clinical 
psychologist to work with students in need of such services. The 
guidance program for grades 3-5 is primarily group oriented. It focuses 
itself on making the child more aware of himself and is a continuation of 
the program which starts at the kindergarten level. In addition to self- 
awareness, a strong emphasis is placed on career education. The career 
education program is conducted through curriculum. Group sessions 
are also conducted in the awareness area by Mr. Montimurro, the 
counselor in grades 3-5. Emphasis is placed on developing a positive 
self-image, and appreciation of all work and relevancy between school 
work and the world of work. At the middle school level the guidance 
program continues to expand upon the program which is presented to 
grades 3-5. The Career Resource Center, which was established last 
year, is fully functioning and provides material to students and teachers 
for use in their classroom studies. In grade 7, the Kuder Interest 
Inventory is taken by all students to determine their career interests. 
Grade 8 students are involved in the new Massachusetts Occupational 
Information Systems program called “Explore.” A very successful 
career day was conducted for all students at the Middle School and 
plans are to conduct it again this year. In addition to career education, a 
great deal of time is spent with the grade 8 students in helping them to 
select their high school program for grade 9. All parents of grade 8 
students were given an opportunity to with their child’s counslor prior 
to their actual course selection. Approximately forty percent availed 
themselves of this opportunity. At the high school level all grade 9 
students are assigned to one counselor. A group guidance program 
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lasting 8 weeks is conducted for all freshmen. Beginning in their 
sophomore year and continuing through their senior year students are 
assigned alphabetically to counselors. Although a great deal of time is 
spent in helping students to select their curriculum based on their 
future plans, other programs are also conducted which hopefully benefit 
the students. Some of these programs are financial aid assistance, work 
study, and with the introduction of the Massachusetts Occupational 
Information Systems, students are given an opportunity to discover 
firsthand the requirements of different occupations. A scholarship 
booklet listing all scholarships available to Millbury students was 
published and distributed. The guidance newsletter serves to keep 
students up to date on testing programs and new additions to the 
scholarship program. In conclusion, I would like to thank the 
adminstration and the School Committee of the Town of Millbury for 
their fine cooperation. 


Special Needs Program— Mr. Harry J. Loso, Director K-12— During the 
1977-78 school year the special needs program expanded to provide 
services for an increasing number of special needs children and adolescents. 
Of special note was the appointment of a K-8 core chairperson who is 
assisting the Director of Special Services in conducting and monitoring 
the requirements associated with Chapter 766 regulations. This 
appointment was made possible by transferring the primary guidance 
teacher to this new 766 responsibility. Public Law 94-142 has made a 
number of new programs possible. Project EXPLORE has been federally 
funded to make it possible to implement programs in adaptive physical 
education (K-5) and career education (K-12). Approximately two hundred 
and forty students are being serviced by this project. At the K-2 level, 
the Center School Resource Room staff is its effective communications 
system with regular teachers. In addition, pre-school children who were 
core evaluated and found to be in need of special services were either 
assisted by our specialists or were bussed to the Pre-school Program in 
Sutton depending on the severity of the handicap. At grades 3-8 special 
needs teacher aides certified in learning disabilities have been hired to 
work with students at the Elmwood Street School and the Raymond E. 
Shaw Memorial Middle School. With the large numbers of special needs 
students at these two levels a sophisticated monitoring system has been 
established in order to check prescriptive educational plans formulated 
for special needs students. It has become necessary, in implementing 
the process of “mainstreaming”, for all teachers to be acquainted with 
the educational plans of special needs students under their supervision. 
Also federal funds have made it possible for us to engage the service of a 
teacher for emotionally disturbed children. This program is successfully 
operation at the Middle School. At the High School, special need 
sections in all content areas are offered. The intent of this program is to 
tailor instruction and content pace to the needs of 766 students. 
Offerings include such courses as English I, II, III, IV; general math, 
consumer math, earth science, biology, health I and II, geography, U.S. 
history, reading and learning disabilities (small group instruction). 
Efforts have been made to reduce the dropout rate at the high school 
level by small group instruction and an increase in vocational offerings. 
Our psychological services have been increased to include services to all 
Millbury students, ages 3 through 21, for a total of 14 hours per week. 
An additional three (3) hours are used for psychological services to 
parents of special needs students. The school nurses have provided 
added services to students by conducting a scoliosis screening program 
in grades 5, 6, 7 and 8. In addition, blood pressure tests were given to 
students in grades 6 and 12. The health staff has attended a number of 
in-service sessions dealing with such topics as Child Abuse, Immuniza- 
tions, Various Diseases and Poisoning. The health staff was also 
involved in both the kindergarten screening held in May and pre-school 
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screening held in October. In conclusion, the special needs staff attended 
a variety of in-service meetings at the respective grade levels. During 
the past calendar year, approximately sixty-four full and intermediate 
core evaluations were completed. The special needs programs have 
.continued to grow through combined efforts and support of administra- 
tors, teachers, students, parents and the Millbury School Committee. 


Athletics and Physical Education— Mr. Richard A. Garabedian, Director 
K-12— Physical education is a required subject for all students in ‘grades 
one through twelve. The basics of movement are stressed at the primary 
level—children develop fundamental skills via a well planned program 
including games of low organization, rhythms, movement activities, 
gymnastic skills, track and play day activities. A special physical 
education program is included in the K-2 curriculum. Through a federal 
grant this year a teacher aide is working solely at this level attending to 
children with special needs. At grades 3-5 the basics are thoroughly 
reviewed and skill refinement is emphasized through a sequential 
program of physical activities. Programs become more diversified so 
that students can develop a wider range of interests. The Elmwood 
School curriculum provides a challenging variety of team games, gym- 
nastics activities, track and field events, and recreational games. A 
special physical education program is also included in the curriculum 
with a special physical education specialist providing instruction. This 
year, snow shoeing and weight training will be included in the special 
physical education curriculum. A gymnastic exhibition and a track and 
field meet is conducted on an annual basis. Intramurals are offered to 
students in grades four and five throughout the school year. The Middle 
School program provides opportunities for greater refinement of individual 
skills and participation team sports. The level of competition is heightened 
and students have an opportunity to participate in intramurals, and/or 
an extra athletic team. This year the extra class teams are competing 
with area schools on a wider basis. Athletic events such as football, 
cross country, track and gymnastics are scheduled for the students. The 
Middle School athletic program also includes a softball program super- 
vised by a volunteer group of mothers. At the High School, a wide range 
of physical education activities is offered. The outdoor program has 
been expanded to include snow shoeing, and the marine fitness test is 
utilized for the High School fitness program. A gymnastic bulletin 
board displays the names of high achievers as a positive means of 
motivation and challenge. Our interschlolastic athletic department 
offers the highest challenge to all students. This year varsity com- 
petition was extended to girls’ cross country, girls’ volleyball and winter 
track. Sub-varsity games will be proximately thirty percent of the 
Millbury High School student body participated on an interscholastic 
athletic team at the varsity, Junior varsity, freshman or club level at the 
start of the 1978-79 school year. The fall program included six evening 
soccer games and two night football games, and Millbury hosted the 
District III soccer semi-finals and finals. This past summer our physical 
education program was broadened to include the Middle School. In 
summary, I wish to thank the School Committee, central administration, 
staff, students and residents for their support and cooperation. 


SUMMARY~— In conclusion, it can be stated that 1978 was noteworthy 
year for our High School program in particular and for all grades in 
general. High School renovations and additions will do much to improve 
the quality of our secondary program. At all grade levels, building 
principals and systemwide directors are commited to meeting the individual 
needs of students. It is through our sincere concern for young people and 
through our combined effort that we are able to provide for a wide variety 
of learning experiences needed to meet the varied interests, talents and 
abilities of our students. Each year our sensitivity grows in knowing that 
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successful programs do not just happen but are successful because 
administrators, teachers and parents share a genuine concern for program 
success. Few programs would be successful without the constant support 
and leadership demonstrated by your School Committee. Our sincere 
thanks to each School Committee member and to each parent and 
interested resident who worked with us as an advisory committee member, 
school volunteer or who supported our efforts out of a sincere concern for 
young people. Thank you.

To appropriate either by taxation or transfer from 
available funds such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town 
charges for the year ensuing, including sums for the lighting of Streets, the 
salaries of Town Officials, the maintenance of the Town Library, the 
observance of Memorial and Veterans Day, care and improvements of 
cemeteries, care of clocks, care of fire alarms, the use of the Tree Warden, 
the use of Department of Veterans’ Services, salaries of Fire and Police 
Departments, Retirement Pensions, Town Engineer, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 5. Tochoose any Committee or Commission that may be 
thought necessary, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time 
to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financia] year beginning July 1, 
1979 in accordance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, 
Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and 
to renew any note or notes as may be given fora period of less than one year 
in accordance with General Law, Chapter 44, Section 17, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to sell, after giving notice of the time and place of sale by posting such 
notice of sale in some convenient and public place in the town, fourteen days 
at least before the sale, property taken by the Town under Tax Title 
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Procedure provided the Selectmen, or whomsoever they may authorize to 
hold such public auction may reject any bid which they deem inadequate, or 
take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise either by taxation 
or transfer from available funds a sum of money to provide for extraordinary 
or unforeseen expenditures under the provisions of Chapter 40, Section 6 of 
the General Laws of Massachusetts, to be known as the Reserve Fund, or 
take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to be used by the 
Selectmen to settle claims for personal property damage or incidental 
personal injury claims that may be brought against the Town, or take any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to be expended by 
the Treasurer for filing fees and the necessary expenses for foreclosing 
certain Tax Titles now held by the Town, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds, a sum of money to add to the 
Stabilization Fund for the Town of Millbury, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Assessors to use a sum not in excess of that approved by the Director of 
Accounts as Millbury’s “Free Cash’’to reduce the tax rate in 1979, or take 
any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of Twelve Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($12,500.00) to purchase two new police cruisers and 
related equipment, said purchase to be made by a committee composed of 
the Board of Selectmen and the Chief of Police, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds, the sum of six hundred dollars 
($600.00), said monies to be expended for rent, heat, and lights for the 
quarters of the Devoe-Taylor Post Number 9 of the American Legion, or 
take any action theron. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by - 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to compensate 
Millbury Police Officers, Lincoln D. Barton and Edward H. Santon, Jr., for 
Fiscal Year 1977-78 unpaid retroactive police career incentive pay, or take 
any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds, asum of Two Hundred and Fifty 
Five dollars and Fifty six cents ($255,56) to pay Sewer Department 
employees, Marc A. Trottier and James H. Westerman, wages incurred 
during fiscal 1977-1978 due to an intermin wage increase which had not 
been paid retroactive, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of One Hundred Fifty Six 
Dollars ($156.00) to compensate Donald G. Gover, Fire Chief for wages lost 
while on Town Business (three days of court appearance) in Fiscal Year 
1977-1978, or take any action thereon. 
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ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of Twenty Nine Dollars 
and Seventy Two Cents ($29.72) to reimburse Albert H. West, Gas 
Inspector, for travel expenses incurred while on Town Business in Fiscal 
Year 1977-78, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of Twenty Eight Dollars 
and Ninety Cents ($28.90) to reimburse Gerard M. Trottier, representative 
to Central Massachusetts Regional Planning Commission, for travel and 
meal expenses incurred while on Town Business in Fiscal Year 1977-78, or 
take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of Fifty Two Dollars and 
Seventy Four Cents ($52.74) to reimburse Irving R. Gabrie, Wiring Inspector, 
for the travel expenses incurred while on Town Business in Fiscal Year 
1977-78, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money for placement in 
the Town Collector’s Salaries (All others) Account to fund said account in 
accordance with Fiscal Year 1978-79 Union Contract, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money for placement in 
the Veterans’ Service Salaries (All other) Account to fund said account in 
accordance with Fiscal Year 1978-79 Union Contract, or take any action 
thereon.

To see if the Town will vote to accept as a gift to the 
inhabitants of the Town from the contributors to the “Jaws of Life’ Fund 
the, “Jaws of Life” (power rescue tool and accessories) and to further vote to 
accept the gift of a sum of money (balance of fund) to be expended for 
purchase of rescue equipment, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to purchase Civil 
Defense Rescue Squad diving equipment, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to purchase a 
Civil Defense rescue truck, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to purchase a 
tractor equipped with lawn mower and snow blower attachments for use at 
the Municipal Office Building and the Asa Waters Estate, or take any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money for improvements 
to the basement of the Municipal Office Building, or take any action 
thereon.

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to purchase a fully 
equipped Street Sweeper, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 38. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to add to the 
purchase of a Street Marker Machine, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 39. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to purchase an 
eleven horsepower riding mower with a rotary blade, for use by the 
Cemetery Department and to further vote to trade an eight horsepower 
Ariens riding mower, or take any action thereon. 
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ARTICLE 40. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to purchase a 
snow blower and cab for the Cemetery Department twelve horsepower 
riding mower, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 41. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of Eighteen Hundred 
Dollars ($1,800.00) to be used by the Parks and Recreation Department to 
purchase a new Tractor-Mower, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 42. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of Three Thousand 
Dollars ($3,000.00) to be used by the Parks and Recreation Department to 
sponsor a Fourth of July Celebration, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 43. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions 
of Chapter 44, Section 53D of the Massachusetts General Laws as amended, 
or take any action thereon. 


53D. RECREATION AND PARK SELF SUPPORTING SERVICE 
REVOLVING FUNDS: CREATION: AUTHORIZED USE 
OF FUNDS: ANNUAL REPORT: REVOCATION OF PRO- 
VISIONS. 


Notwithstanding the provisions of section fifty-three, any city or town 
which accepts the provisions of this section may establish in the town 
treasury a revolving fund which shall be kept separate and apart from all 
other monies by the treasurer and in which shall be deposited the receipts 
received in connection with the conduct of self-supporting recreationand 
park services of said city or town. The principal and interest thereon shall 
be expended at the discretion of the authority, commission, board or official 
of such city or town with said responsibility without further appropriation 
but only with the written approval of the mayor in cities, or city manager in 
Plan E cities, or the selectmen in towns, or in towns which have adopted the 
town manager form of government the town manager and only for the 
purpose of operating self-supporting recreation and park services. The city 
auditor or town accountant shall submit annually a report of said revolving 
fund to the mayor, city council, city manager, board of selectmen or town 
manager for their review and a copy of said report shall be submitted to the 
director of the bureau of accounts: 
provided that funds in said revolving fund shall not be used to employ or 
pay the salary of any employee or for the purpose of equipment; provided 
that said revolving fund shall not exceed the sum of five thousand dollars 
and any amount in excess of five thousand dollars shall be paid into the city 
or town treasury as provided in section fifty-three. 

A city or town which has accepted the provisions of this section may, in 
like manner, revoke its acceptance.

Said parcel being taken at the southerly side of Elm Street and 
westerly side of South Main Street within the land of Millbury Cooperative 
Bank, said land being described and recorded in the Worcester Registry of 
Deeds in Book 3597, Page 320. 


Said Parcel 1 consisting of about 41 square feet taken for the construction 
of a sidewalk for the improvements of the adjacent streets and sidewalks, or 
take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 48. Toseeif the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to acquire by gift, grant, or purchase, or take by eminent domain 
a parcel of land from Lincoln H. and Robert J. Bordeaux as shown on a plan 
entitled “Plan of Land on South Main Street” drawn by John C. O’Toole, 
and dated May 1978.

ARTICLE 51. To see if the Town will vote to accept a drainage 
easement from Philomena Biondo as shown on a plan entitled “Plan of 
Easement” drawn by Warren H. Oster and dated April 18, 1978. 


Said tract is bounded and described as follows: 


Parcel 5 being the proposed easement as shown on a drawing entitled 
“Plan of Easement” dated April 18, 1978, prepared by Hayden, Harding 
and Buchanan, Inc. for the Town of Millbury, Scale 1''=40'. 


Said Parcel 5 being an easement from the southerly side of North Main 
Street within land of Philomena Biondo, said parcel being described and 
recorded in the Worcester Rigistry of Deeds in Book 2390, Page 394. 


Said Parcel 5 consisting of the right to construct and maintain a storm 
drain culvert for the reconstruction of North Main Street, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 52. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to acquire by gift, grant, or purchase or take by eminent domain, 
a parcel of land for the building of housing for the elderly and handicapped, 
or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 53. Toseeif the Town will vote to adopt the following as 
a Town By-law: “Any homeowner who would be unable to fully utilize the 
Town sewerage system without incurring any additional expense beyond 
normal plumbing hook-up fees shall not be compelled to pay sewerage 
assessment.” or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 54. To see if the Town will vote to accept Chapter 48, 
Section 57G of the Massachusetts General Laws commonly known as the 
“Ratio Law” ' which regulates the pay scale of Police and Fire Chiefs 
according to the number of full time men in a department, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 55. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Millbury 
Zoning By-laws as follows: 

Delete Article III, Section 36 FLOOD PLAIN DISTRICT REQUIRE- 
MENTS in its entirety and substitue the following in place thereof: 
SECTION 36. FLOOD PLAIN DISTRICT REQUIREMENTS 
Section 36.1 Purposes. The purposes of this district (in addition to those 
enumerated elsewhere in this Zoning By-Law) are; 

a. To provide that lands in the Town of Millbury subject to seasonal or 
periodic flooding as described hereinafter shall not be used for residence or 
other purposes in such a manner as to endanger the health, safety or welfare 
of the occupants thereof, or of the public generally, or so as to burden the 
public with costs resulting from unwise individual choices of land use. 


b. To assure the continuation of the natural flow pattern of the water 
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courses within the Town, in order to provide adequate and safe floodwater 
storage capacity to protect persons and property against the hazards of 
flood inundation. 


Section 36.2 District Delineation. The Flood Plain District is herein 
established as an overlay district and includes all special flood hazard areas 
designated as Zone A and Zones A-1 to A-30 on the Millbury Flood 
Insurance Rate Maps (FIRM), and the Flood Boundary and Floodway 
Maps dated July 2, 1979, on file with the Town Clerk, the Planning Board 
and the Building Inspector. These maps, as well as the accompanying 
Millbury Flood Insurance Study are incorporated herein by reference. 
Within Zone A, where the base flood elevation is not provided on the FIRM, 
the Building Inspector shall] obtain and review existing base flood elevation 
data. If the data is sufficiently detailed and accurate, it shall be relied upon 
to require compliance with this Zoning By-Law. 


Section 36.3 Usages Within a Flood Plain District. The Flood Plain 
District is an overlay district. Any uses permitted in the portions of the 
districts so overlaid shall be permitted, subject to all the provisions of the 
following sections. 


In the Flood Plain District no new buildings shall be erected or 
constructed except by special permit from the Board of Appeals, nor shall 
existing buildings be enlarged or moved, except as hereinafter provided. No 
dumping, filling or earth transfer or relocation shall be permitted and no 
land or building shall be used for any purpose except: 


1. conservation of water, plants and wildlife; 


2. outdoor recreation, including play areas, nature study, boating, 
fishing and hunting where otherwise legally permitted, but excluding 
building and structures; 


3. wildlife management areas, foot, bicycle, and/or horse paths and 
bridges, provided such uses do not affect the natural flow pattern of any 
water course; 


4. grazing and farming, including truck gardening and harvesting of 
crops; 
5. forestry and nurseries; 


6. temporary non-residential structures used in connestion with fishing 
or growing, harvesting, storage or sale of crops raised on the premises; 


7. maintenance, repair, reconstruction and additions of up to 50% of 
market value of buildings lawfully existing prior to the adoption of these 
provisions; 

8. installation of driveways of minimum size necessary to serve areas 
outside the flood plain district, where other access is not feasible, provided 
no change in grade exceeds one foot vertically. 


In addition the following uses are specifically prohibited and may not 
be allowed by special permit: 


1. The storage or disposal of any soil, loam, peat, sand, gravel, rock or 
other mineral substance, refuse, trash, rubbish, debris, or dredged spoil; 


2. Draining, excavation or dredging, or removal or relocation of loam, 
peat, sand, gravel, soil, rock or other mineral substance, except as accessory 
to work permitted as of right or by special permit: 


3. The storage or disposal of materials used for snow and ice control 
including sand, salt and other deicing chemicals; 


4. The storage or disposal of hazardous wastes, as defined by the 
Hazardous Waste Regulations promulgated by the Hazardous Waste 
Board, the Water Resources Commission, and the Division of Water 
Pollution Control, under the provisions of Section 27(8), 52, 57 and 58 of 
Chapter 21 of the General Laws. 
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The portion of any lot within the area delineated in Section 36.2 above 
may be used to meet the area and yard requirements for the district or 
districts in which the remainder of the lot is situated. 


Section 36.4 Board of Appeals. The Board of Appeals acting as the 
Special Permit Granting Authority, may consider and issue a special 
permit for uses, other than those occuring in the floodway, deviating from 
the regulations set forth in these By-Laws only upon: 


1. a showing of good and sufficient cause, and; 


2. a determination that the construction of a structure will be in 
conformance with the State Building Code (specifically those sections 
dealing with construction in flood plains) and will not result in increased 
flood heights, additional threats to public safety, extraordinary public ex- 
pense, create nuisances, cause fraud or victimization of the public, or 
conflict with existing local laws. 


The Board of Appeals may require such additional requirements and 
conditions as it finds necessary to protect the health, safety, and welfare of 
the public or the occupants of the proposed use, or of the Flood Plain 
District. 


The Board of Appeals shall provide notice of any hearings hereunder to 
the Planning Board, the Board of Health and the Conservation Commission 
and shall maintain a record of all special permit actions, including justification 
for their issuance and report such special] permits in the annual report 
submitted to the Federal Insurance Administration. 


Section 36.5 Disclaimer of Liability. This Zoning By-Law does not 
imply that land outside the areas of the Flood Plain District or uses 
permitted within such district willbe free from flooding or flood damage. 
This By-Law shall not create liability on the part of the Town of Millbury or 
by any official thereof for any flood damage that may result from reliance 
upon this By-Law or any administrative decision lawfully made thereunder, 
or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 56. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of One Thousand Nine 
Hundred and Sixty Five Dollars ($1,965.00) necessary to correct a drainage 
problem on Oakpond Avenue in the vicinity of the Chevalier property, 
subject to obtaining any necessary easements and the provisions of 
onary 131, Section 40, Wetland Protection Act, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 57. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of Eight Thousand Three 
Hundred and Thirty Five Dollars ($8,335.00) necessary to correct drainage 
problems on Woodland Street in the vicinity of #19, #23, and #24 Woodland 
Street, subject to obtaining any necessary easements and the provisions of 
eaebkee 131, Section 40, Wetland Protection Act, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 58. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of One Thousand Four 
Hundred and Sixty Five Dollars ($1,465.00) necessary to correct a drainage 
problem on Singletary Road in the vicinity of the Phelan property, subject 
to obtaining any necessary easements and the provisions of Chapter 131, 
Section 40, Wetlands Protection Act, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 59. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of Sixteen Thousand Six 
Hundred and Fifty Five Dollars ($16,655.00) necessary to correct a drainage 
problem on Maplewood Road at Ackerman Road, in the vicinity of the Cote 
property, subject to obtaining any necessary easements and the provisions 
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of Chapter 131, Section 40, Wetlands Protection Act, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 60. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money necessary to 
correct a drainage problem on Sycamore Street in the vicinity of the 
Arsenault property, subject to obtaining any necessary easements and the 
provisions of Chapter 131, Section 40, Wetlands Protection Act, or take.any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 61. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money for the cost of 
engineering services for drainage improvement plans, in East Millbury in 
the vicinity of Wheelock Avenue, John Street, Marion Avenue, J.F.K. 
Memorial Drive, Matson Lane, and Henry Street, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 62. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money necessary to 
correct a drainage problem on Wheelock Avenue in the vicinity of #148 and 
#150 Wheelock Avenue, subject to obtaining the necessary easements and 
provisions of Chapter 131, Section 40, Wetlands Protection Act, or take any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 68. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Millbury 
Code of By-Laws by inserting a new Section 14.7 to read as follows: 


Section 14.7 Streets shall be laid out and accepted by the Town only 
as provided in Chapter 82, Section 21 through 24, of the General Laws and 
Chapter 41, Section 81, of the General Laws, as amended. No petition for 
acceptance shall be acted on at the Annual Town Meeting unless submitted 
to the Board of Selectmen by October 30. The Town will provide necessary 
engineering services for petitioned streets provided that full release of fee in 
the street and for all necessary appurtenant easements is previously 
assured, and provided that a complete list of names and addresses of all 
abutters is furnished. The Town shall accept no ways created subsequest to 
March 1956 unless the requirements of the Subdivision Control Law have 
been met for such ways, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 64. To see if the Town will vote to relocate or alter a 
portion of Elm Court, a previously accepted public way, as laid out by the 
Board of Selectmen and to further vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to acquire by gift, grant or purchase, or take by eminent domain two parcels 
of land as shown on a plan entitled “Plan of Land in Millbury, Massachusetts, 
to be deeded to Town of Millbury,” drawn by David L. Lavallee and dated 
January 2, 1979.

To see if the Town will vote to accept a portion of 
Mildred Avenue as a public way as laid out by the Board of Selectmen and 
shown on a plan of land drawn by John C. O’Toole, Worcester County 
Engineer, and to further vote to appropriate either by taxation or transfer 
from available funds a sum of money necessary to pave said portion, or take 
any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 66. To see if the Town will vote to accept a portion of 
Scott Street as a public way as laid out by the Board of Selectmen and 
shown on a plan drawn by John C. O’Toole, Worcester County Engineer, 
and to further vote to appropriate either by taxation or transfer from 
available funds a sum of money necessary to pave said portion, or take any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 67. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to purchase a new 
fire truck to replace a 1954 Ford pumper (Engine 5), or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 68. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following 
resolution pertaining to local control over County budget expenditures: 


WHEREAS, county government in the Commonwealth is supported 
entirely by local pproperty taxes, and 


WHEREAS, municipal government officials, who must set local tax 
rates, do not have adequate control over how those funds are spent on the 
county level; and 

WHEREAS, county government will continue for the foreseeable 
future to constitute a significant cost to local governments. . . 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that municipal officials of this 
Commonwealth urge the menbers of the General Court to enact legislation 
in this session to grant control over county budgets to county advisory 
boards made up of local officials, or take any action thereon. 


‘ARTICLE 69. Toseeif the Town will vote to appoint a committee of 


Eight members to study the necessity, implementation and or the feasibility 
of leasing or purchasing a computer system for the Town to do all or any of 
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the reporting, booking, and statistical functions required of the various 
departments. Said Committee to be comprised of the following department 
heads, (Member of the Board of) Assessor, Auditor, School Business 
Manager, Town Clerk, Town Collector, Treasurer, and twon citizens of the 
Town who are familiar with computer science. Said committee to report 
back to the Town with their findings at a special or Annual Town Meeting; 
called for that purpose, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 70. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of One Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) to be used by the Computer Study Committee 
for consultation, travel expense, or any other related expenses incurred in 
their study, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 71. Toseeif the Town will vote to authorize the Assessors 
to enter into a contract for the expert appraisal of Taxable property within 
the Town as provided under Section 4 of Chapter 40 of the General Laws as 
amended by Chapter 63 of the Acts of 1956 and to vote for the payment of 
the charges incurred under these contracts by taxation, by transfer from 
available funds, or by borrowing as provided under the provisions of 
Section 7 or Chapter 44 of the General Laws, as amended by Chapter 63 of 
the Acts of 1966, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 72. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money for placement in 
the Fiscal Year 1978-79 Police Department Salaries All Others Account to 
fund said account in accordance with a Court Order, or take any action 
thereon.
